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WASHINGTON 

AND 

NUMISMATICS

At  the  January  opening  of  Congress  in  1790, 
Washington  urged  uniformity  in  the  weights  and 
measures  of  the  United  States,  terming  this  an  object 
of  great  importance.  By  April,  he  was  reading  reports 
from  Thomas  Jefferson,  his  Secretary  of  State,  urging 
a  U.S.  Mint.  Washington  thoroughly  approved,  accep¬ 
ting  Jefferson’s  findings  as  sensible  and  proper. 
Washington  was  worried  at  the  disorders  in  the  ex¬ 
isting  currency,  and  especially  at  the  scarcity  of  small 
change  which  he  said  was  peculiarly  distressing  to 
the  poorer  classes.  Washington  monitored  the  Mint’s 
every  step,  acquisition  of  the  property,  materials  and 
personnel.  He  even  issued  the  warrent  on  the 
Treasury  to  provide  for  them.  Legend  has  it  that 
Washington  lived  only  two  or  three  squares  from  the 
Mint  on  High  Street  (now  Market)  in  Philadelphia  and 
that  he  had  the  habit  of  visiting  it  daily,  continuing  his 
deep  interest  in  its  operations.  Washington  was  not 
only  interested  in  the  physical  structure  of  the  Mint, 
the  first  building  designated  for  public  use  under  the 
authority  of  the  federal  government,  he  personally 
commissioned  Robert  Scot  as  Engraver  of  the  Mint. 

Although  Washington  modestly  refused  to  be  the 
subject  of  a  coin  portrait  for  the  first  issues  of  the 
new  nation,  time  has  changed  such  humility  to  honor. 
The  number  of  coinage  and  medallions  that  com¬ 
memorate  Washington  are  endless. 

Recognition  of  the  exploits  and  accomplishments 
of  our  first  president  began  with  the  order  by  the  Con¬ 
tinental  Congress  to  strike  a  medal  in  gold,  honoring 
him  for  forcing  the  British  to  evacuate  the  vital  port  ci¬ 
ty  of  Boston.  The  medal  was  executed  by  the  French 
sculptor,  Pierre  Simon  Duvivier.  The  first  Washington 
medal  to  be  produced  in  the  United  States  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  until  1790,  and  was  published  in  Philadelphia  by 
Jacques  Manly.  It  was  the  work  of  a  local  goldsmith 
and  seal-cutter,  Samuel  Brooks. 

The  extensive  series  of  privately  issued  coins  and 


tokens  portraying  George  Washington  and  dated  from 
1783  -  1795  (and  some  undated)  can  be  split  into  two 
major  groups:  those  struck  approximately  at  the  date 
indicated,  and  those  struck  about  1820,  regardless  of 
the  date  appearing  on  the  piece.  Many  of  the 
Washington  pieces  were  struck  in  England. 

The  middle  part  of  the  19th  century  was  a  crucial 
period  for  the  United  States,  and  one  well  memorializ¬ 
ed  in  the  private  coinage  of  the  time.  And  as  before, 
coiner  and  medalists  often  turned  to  George 
Washington  for  inspiration.  The  nation’s  first  presi¬ 
dent  was  one  of  the  more  popular  subjects  on  the 
merchant  store  cards  of  the  1850’s  and  the  store 
cards  and  patriotic  tokens  that  made  up  the  amazing 
outpouring  of  privately  issued  coinage  of  the  Civil 
War.  Washington  also  was  a  popular  subject  on  the 
paper  money  of  the  period,  including  obsolete  notes, 
issues  of  the  Confederate  States  and  individual 
Southern  states,  as  well  as  the  postage  and  fractional 
currency  of  the  United  States. 

George  Washington  is  portrayed  on  more  Assay 
Commission  medals  than  any  other  historical  in¬ 
dividual.  He  appears  on  eight  of  the  medals  that  are 
given  to  the  individuals  who  meet  each  year  to  ensure 
that  the  nation’s  coinage  meet  the  standards  set  by 
law. 

It  was  not  until  the  200th  anniversary  of  George 
Washington’s  birth  that  his  image  was  placed  on  a 
piece  of  regularly  circulating  coinage,  as  had  been 
advocated  since  the  earliest  days  of  the  Mint. 

When  George  Washington  died  in  1799,  Americans, 
in  honor  of  the  man  who  gave  so  much  to  the  new 
country,  were  quick  to  adopt  a  number  of  “tokens  of 
mourning”  worn  or  displayed  more  than  a  month  after 
his  passing.  These  included  black  armbands  and  rib¬ 
bons,  and  commemorative  tokens,  medals  and 
badges  all  prized  by  collectors  today. 
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William  S.  Dewey 

NJES  Speaker 

William  S.  Dewey,  of  Manchester  Township,  will  be 
the  speaker  at  the  New  Jersey  Exonumia  Society 
meeting  on  Saturday,  June  26th  at  2:30  p.m.  His  topic 
will  be  “Admiral  Dewey  medals  and  tokens.’’ 

Bill  is  a  member  of  the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club 
and  Life  Member  #52  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  having  joined  in  1933.  He  is  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Bergen  County  Coin  Club,  and  a  Life 
Member  and  Co-Founder  of  the  Westchester  County, 
New  York,  Coin  Club.  He  was  President  of  the 
Westchester  Club  in  1937  and  1944. 

Bill  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Exhibits  Committee 
at  the  New  York  City  Convention  of  the  A.N.A.  in  1939, 
was  Chairman  of  the  Papers  Committee  in  1941,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Awards  Committee  in  1942. 

He  was  very  active  in  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  in  New  York  from  1938  until  he  moved  to  his 
present  home  in  Crestwood  Village  at  Whiting,  in 
1970.  He  served  on  the  Medals  Committee  at  the 
A.N.A.  from  1943  to  1961. 

Starting  back  in  1934,  Bill  has  poured  out  a  long 
series  of  articles  and  papers  for  THE  NUMISMATIST 
magazine,  the  most  recent  being  the  Addendum  to  his 
definitive  paper  on  “Admiral  Dewey  Advertising 
Cards”  published  in  the  June  1977  issue.  His  primary 
numismatic  interest  all  through  those  years  has  been 
in  acquiring  and  writing  on  the  medals,  badges,  and 
tokens  related  to  his  distant  cousin,  Admiral  George 


Dewey. 

In  recognition  of  the  importance  of  his  efforts  in 
that  field,  the  A.N.A.  has  been  considering 
republishing  all  of  his  articles  on  Admiral  Dewey  in  a 
single  book  form. 

Bill’s  diligence  in  searching  out  numismatic  items 
pertaining  to  the  Admiral  has  resulted  in  assembling 
what  is  recognized  as  the  most  comprehensive  col¬ 
lection  in  the  country  to  date.  There  are,  of  course, 
several  other  fine  collections  of  Dewey  items  in¬ 
cluding  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  Museum  at  An¬ 
napolis,  the  American  Numismatic  Society  cabinet  in 
New  York,  and  the  collection  of  O.L.  Wallis  in  San 
Rafael,  California. 

The  Cruiser  Olympia  Association,  in  charge  of  Ad¬ 
miral  Dewey’s  old  Flagship  which  is  now  a  National 
Shrine  and  Museum,  has  been  recipient  of  many 
items  from  Bill  over  the  years  since  its  organization  in 
1957.  He  is  titled  Honorary  President  Emeritus  of  the 
Association. 

During  his  more  youthful  years,  he  devoted  much 
time  and  attention  to  the  public  display  of 
numismatic  material  in  banks,  schools,  libraries  and 
conventions.  He  was  a  regular  lecturer  on  the  subject 
before  service  clubs,  schools,  fraternal  orders  and 
similar  organizations.  He  served  as  numismatic  ad¬ 
visor  to  the  “Counsellor,”  a  special  feature  of  the 
Macy  chain  of  newspapers  in  Westchester  County, 
N.Y.  for  more  than  ten  years. 

As  Chairman  of  the  old  A.N.A.  Advertising  Commit¬ 
tee  (1935-1937),  Bill  served  as  a  clearing  house  for 
questions  on  numismatics  that  were  addressed  to 
Federal  Government  Agencies  in  Washington,  D.C. 
He  was  made  Librarian-Curator  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  in  1937  and  filled  that  posi¬ 
tion  until  1940. 

Bill  campaigned  against  false  and  misleading 
advertising  by  certain  unscrupulous  coin  dealers 
back  in  the  mid-thirties,  and  his  paper  “$2000  for  1*” 
aroused  nationwide  interest  and  support. 

In  recent  years,  Bill  has  continued  to  add  to  his  col¬ 
lection  of  Admiral  Dewey  medals  and  tokens  which 
now  number  almost  500  different  types  and  varieties. 
He  has  just  given  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  a  new 
article  covering  the  “Numismatic  Mementos  of  the 
U.S.S.  Olympia”  for  publication  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  fortunate  and  pleased  that  Bill  has  agreed 
to  impart  just  a  bit  of  his  knowledge  on  the  subject  of 
Admiral  Dewey’s  place  in  numismatic  history.
